THR REPOMT OF GEN. McDOWELL. 

Gen. McDowell’s official report of the engage- 
ment ct Bull Run loess none of its interost by 
being a little deleyed.

Wo do not mean to eay that 
he takes pains to proclaim his own mistakes, but 
his record rune eo clearly ond explicitly through- 
out, that there can be no difficulty, and need bo 
no hesitation, in tracing the vitul orrora of tho 
campaign to their immedigte sourcos. 

Tho report will not materially change tho 
Judgment which the public has already paseed 
npon the causes of our dieaster, The ‘story of 
the battle, even to its minutest incidents, bas 
long .been fumiliar to verybody, and public 
opinion is tov quick not to act upon such ample 
details ns have been laid before it.

“Tho description of the: preparations for the 
battle, and of the battle itself, have been antic 
pated in various ways. The facta have beon re- 
peated a ecore of times. One very general wie- 
apprehonsion, however, is corrected. It nppears 
that abundant provisions were furnished tho 
troopa on I'riday night, and that ordre to carry 
rations for threo days wore issued at tho samo 
time. If, then, there wus any ecaraity of food 
on the day of the battle, it must have been the 
foult of tho regimenta! officers, or of tho soldicrs 
themselves. The object of the battle is for the 
firat time authoritatively atated, It was not to 
assault Manassas, but to push through tho 
enemy's linea to Gainceyille, where, by dbstzoy- 
ing the railroad, the communication between 
Beauregard and Johnston should bave been 
brokea up. But although thia might bave beon 
effectively done on Friday, the 17th, on Sunday, 
tho 21ét, it was too late, and even if tho rail- 
road had beon reached, the avowed object would 
not bavo been accomplished, since the two Rebel 
forces had already united. 

‘An awkward delay in the morning march ap- 
pears to havo been caused by want of sufficient 
roconnoi Gon, McDowell xdmits that 
“the wood road leading from the Warrenton 
“Turnpike to tho uppor ford’ (that by which 
Hunter's Division proceeded) “was much longor 
“than we counted upon.”

Meesre. Breckinridge and Vallandigham baye parta- 
ken of a grand dinner at tho Iutaw House thie even- 
ing, given by Baltimore Secessioniste, At If o'clock 
they were serenaded by the Blucs' Band. Mr, Breck- 
ipridge is now uttempting to speak, but is constantly 
interrapted by cbeers for Crittenden, Gen. Soott, the 
Kentucky Election, and for the Union. It is impossible 
to bear whut he ia endeavoring to eay. There ure scv- 
eral thousand porzons present, a majority of whom aro 
Union men, They call on the band for the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner,” “Yankee Doodle,” &o., but can 
get nothing from them but‘ Dixie” and the ‘ Mar- 
seilluise.” All attompts to quiet the people wore re 
sponded to by cries of ‘ Remember the 19th of April!” 
“ Remember tho Week of Terror!” 

Soveral fights took placo, and some of the Seceesion- 
ista were roughly bandied, Mr, Breckinridge was 
finally compelled to retire without speaking, aud the 
cheors of his friends wero deafened amid the groans 
und hisses, Mr, Vallandighom did not attempt to 
speak, and the crowd dispersed with cheers for the 
Union and groape for Jeff.

FOOTPRINTS OF REBELLION, 


THE BURNING OF HANPTON. 
Frem Onr Spuciel Correspondent. 
Fortress Moxnox, Old Point Comfort, 2 
August 8, 1861. 

Another ands fearfal cone has been enacted in the 
drama of Rebellion. Last night the village of Hampio 
was Inid in azhes by the rebel, Mr. Mahow, formerly 
of Buth, Maine, who went to Georgia to live and wus 
there preezed into tho robol eervice, came into our lines 
yesterday afternoon ao a decerter, and gave much vil 
uable information conceming the movements of Gen, 
Mayrnder, On Monday morning last Gon. BM. left 
Yorktown with two Tennceaeo, one Georgia, one Ala- 
bama regiment and two battalions, and #ome cavalry, 
in all, f gimenta, or between 5,000 and 6,000 mon, 
With cight gana, one of which waa rifled. The force 
reached Great Bethel about noon of the same day, and 
encumped till Tuesday night, whon they proceeded to 
Newmarket Briage, two and a half miles beyond 
Hampton, arriving there about 11 o'clock a, m. 
Wedneeday, Gon. Magruder immediately formed bis 
wen in line of battle, expecting Gen. Butler would at- 
tack him, and waited some time. The impression 
amoug the men was that they were to be led to the at- 
tack of Newport Nowa that afternoon. While avvait- 
ing the appesrance of en opposing force, and while 
Gon, Magruder was engaged in taking obeervations 
from the top of a house, Mr. Mahew escaped into the 
woods, made hia way to Hampton, ewam the creck, 
end gave bimeclf up to our pickets, by whom ho was 
conducted o Gen, Butler's headquarters, 

Information of the movemonta of the enemy was im- 
mediately telegraphed to Gen. Phelps at Newport

the evening proper orders were issued to the force at 
Camp Hamilton, commanded by Col. Max Weber, and 


asconting party was sent to Fox Hill, to watch tho 
movements of theenemy in that neighborhood. At 10 
o'clock Gen, Batler, after visiting Camp Hamilton, 
went to Hampton, Bridge and instructed the foreo 
posted there to hold the position and resist any attempt 
either (o destroy or pase the bridge, About 25 teet of 
the planks had been taken op, and thetimbers caraway 
on tho Hampton side, At that point our fore 

ing of a detachment of Max Wober'ariflemen, orected 
a barricade. When Gen. Batler left, everything was 
qnict in the village, ‘and there was no appearance of 
anything woeual, Shortly, e Rebel force came to the 
bridge, and commenced a vigorous attack on our force 
there. A sharp contest enened, which resulted in losa 
to the enemy and their retreat. Tho Rebels then com- 
menced to fire tho town. Fire was firet eet to the 
buildings nearest to the bridge. Thoy who committed 
this act of vanduliam were to # considerable extent for- 
mer leading citizens of Hampton and ownere of prop- 
erty, aud consequently among tho greatest sutferere. 
They distributed thomselves throngh the village, went 
to tho residences of the few retaining white inhibit- 
ante, and warned them to prpare for the event that 
waa at band, No other reason was given than that 
they bud orders to burn the village, and that it would 
bedone. No time was givento remove furnitare or 
other effecta, and scarcely enough to ullow the terrified 
people (o dress and escape to the street. 

‘At the house of Mr. Joseph Segar, who was absent, 
sfaithful colored eervant undertook to remove £0 
yaluublep, when be wua warned by the rebel charged 
withthe duty of vetting fire to the dwelling to desict, 
The negro, instead of obeying, kept ov, only remark- 
ing that the things must be got out. The rebel then 
told him if he did not etop he would shoot him. 
“ Cun't holpdst; marsy's thinge must Le got out,” was 
the reply. ‘The chivalrous rebel fired, but missed his 
aim, ‘The negro fled, and is safe, having dono all that 
could be asked of auy one. It is Kaown that in vot a 
fow instances men fired their own property, and thus 
destroyed dwellings in which they hud spent a good 
share of their lives, 

‘After tho firet tire had beon Icindled, the attacking 
force returned to the bridge, where another sharp 
tect of about twenty minutes ensued, and which re- 
sulted a8 before in the repulee of the rebcle. It is 
Known that they lost qnite ® number, e9 they were 
even carried away, picked off by the German riflemen, 

ho took good sim in tho light of the borning build- 
inge. No one was hurt on our side, thongh the planks 
and barrels of which the burricade waa constructed 
were freely pierced by ballets, 

Failing in the attempt to carry the bridge, the town 
wos fired in every part, and by a little past midnight 
the village wos @ mass of flamo lighting up the 
heavens, eo that as far off as Newport 
light enough to read a newspaper, It requit 
vivid imogination to discern in the glarc, smoke and 
flamo the horrid features of civil war. Nover before 
has our country furnizhod a scone calculated to suggest 
thoughts like thie, ‘Kill, burn, destroy ” was 
injunction of Lhe Charleston Mercury, and bere it was 
literally obeyed. It wus tho first instance of the kind 
in the couse of the war, How many more, and per- 
haps far more terrible, will there be before it is over? 

There were probably from 20 to 50 white peraons in 
the village, and from 100 to 200 negroes, Terror

As to an attack on the nortberly side of the 
sity, after having forced the fords of the river 
far above Wasbington, McClellan and bis troops 
will only be too happy to meet Beaurogard and 
his ekulking soldiera outside of intrenchmonte, in 
the opeu fields, whero woods and jungles will 
net shelter them from our ehot, shell,-and steel.
